Singular Attack ok a Doc-Fisn uro.x 
A Man. — It is well known that dng-lish are j 
a species of the shark, and that they are I 
very plentiful in the waters of Fuca Straits 
nnd pnget. Sound; in fact, tho oil made 
from their livers, known as " dog-fish oil," 
is an article of lucrative commerce among | 
both Indians and whites. Capt. Sairiuel j 
Alexander, one of our hoatnieii, who rosiile.i 
on " Whisky Spit,'' near Tort Gamble, re- 
lates the following: One evening, about the 
middle of October last, while Janies Spyloy, 
a man in his employ, .was bathing, he felt 
something scratch or bite him, nnd immedi- 
ately turned about for the land, — he was 
then about 300 yards from shore. Immedi- 
ately the water appealed alive with dog-fish, 
who attacked him, wounding and lacerating 
his body and legs in a fearful manner. After 
swimming a tew minutes he calleil his dog, 
wlio swam ofi, and whuii about 1(10 yards 
from shore, the lish lelt Spyley and attacked 
.he dog, wlio afterwards leactied tho shore 
badly Faeeraled. Spyley leached the house, 
but scarcely had he laid down in his bed 
when he was attacked with convulsions,— 
probably induced by the salt water aeling 
on the wounds the lish had made. The fits 
foiiiinued at intervak^till mornings during 
the panivysm.s he raved about the fish 
biting him, and his per.-on still bears unniis- 
takatile marks of their ravenous teeth. Dog- 
tisli and sharks abound in our waters, and 
it is a remarkable fact that of the many jier- 
soris who have been drowned in the waters 
of the .Straits, but Very lew have over been 
reeovered. The do«-hsh and sharks oat the 
bodies before the tide can even drift ihoin 
on .«huie. Mr. Spyley has recovered from 
the eliects of the attaek. although his body 
still bears the .sears ut his wounds.— y. T.

The TTnlCaa •S'tateB Eleotioa. 

The ititelligenoe'tff the election of Abraham 
Lincoln to' the Presiilency of the United 
States, publiahedi by us yesterday, seemed 
to talce nobody by surprise. It was fully 
expected, from Ihe result of the contest in 
California and Oregon, received some two 
weeks before. Wells, Fargo & Co'.s. E.v- 
press Office raised a new American (lag in 
lionorof tlie evuiit^ and we noticed several 
other colors flying. The result is \ery grat- 
ifying to all lovers ol' freedom and the came 
of civilization. By the election of Lincoln, 
the people of ilie North have set their hanils 
plainly and irrevocably to a compact which 
will prevent tho extension of slavery into 
any territories whitih may bo hereafter 
formed, and will ao a long way towards de- 
stroying a last relic of barbarism. The 
Southern journals conne to xn breathing fire 
and smoke agaiast their Northern brethren, 
and threatening to secede from the Union 
and form a Southern confederacy. A more 
effete organizatioQ, or a greater burlesque 
on free institutions, could not well be imag- 
ined than the formation of the Southern 
States into a Republic ! For their o«-ii 
safety, they mu.st continue the partnership ; 
for as sure as they secede, just so sure will' 
they become a maric for European or North* 
ern aggression. ' The^ .Northern or !Freo 
States . are their natural protectors; and if 
they, reeklessly separate the ties of com • 
^mon nationality and cobsnnguinity which 
now bind them to the North, but a short 
tiiioie will elapse before they come to grief, 
and repent their rashness in sackcloth and 
ashes. " Better half a loaf than no bread ;" 
and the South had belter ho content with 
what they now have, ilian lo.se all in a fool- 
ish attempt to belter ihem.selves by .se- 
cession. 

New Registbatjon or Votehs. — It ap- 
pears that the Council has rejected Mr. 
Waddington's bill for ihe Kegisttation of 
/ Voters, and sent down to the A.ssurnbiy a 
bill which ro-enacl.s tho llegistration Act 
1859. If the latter pn.ssii.H the Assembly, a 
new registration will take place. The only 
inference that can bo drawn, thcri.frnni this 
brief measure of the Council, in tlitit the old 
li.stH of voters are no good. It' the Act of 
1859 e.xtended to iM'iO, wiiy a new Act ! If 
a new Act is noce.s.sary to put in force the 
ukl one, it certainly argues against the de- 
cision of the Assembly and in favor of the 
Election Committee. There appears to be 
no other way to construe the now bill other 
than that the Council are persuaded that the 
Assembly was wrong. How much easier 
would it have been for the government to 
have done so long ago, tlian to have brought 
itself under the ban of public disapproba- 
tion, by enforcing an expired .statute. .Vow 
it does so, because tin.! peopit; are deter- 
mined to rcsi-st such liiw.s by .ippual to Kng- 
land. {Jo on with the appeal, and rvcnlii- 
ally Waddington's bill will become liuv.

The New Road Tax Agaim. 

Port Douglas, B. C, Nov. 16, 1860. 

Kditor British Coioni8t: — The trail 
is almost impassable tor wagons now. On 
the 9lh inst.j five loaded wiigona left hero 
witli less than llrs muicM drawing ihcm 
could have packed on their backa. On the 
drst day they got twu-and-»-half miles from 
this placft, having been mired, and being 
compelled to place as many a« 18 mules to 
one waigon in sonio plaoes, to draw, it through 
rtie mudj which wai' 'oyer the' hiibs. In 
doing 80, one mulo was crippled and ruined. 
The next day two wagons IcH hero with 
■2100 pounds and si.v mules uauh. They 
made four miles lliu first diiy, Tlie second 
night one of the wngoiis reliinied to town, it 
having been broktiii, on aocoiiiil of part of 
:tha roiid bui 11^' washed Bwiiy, wbLTC it had 
Ijeen left in an uiitiiii.'hed stiUe on the first 
leu miles. The ntwl night, two of the five 
wagons meiitioiiod first, returned — they hav- 
ing broken down on account of the biid stale 
of the road. On tlio seventh day, the 
balance of the wagons reiiclied the Iwenty- 
Mile House, having' had tu unload and double 
teams several times bufore getting there — it 
being, in some plaec,--, as much as Itj or 18 
mules could do ofltn to take the empty 
wagons through. 

This, Mr. Editor, is the beautiful road 
made by the Royal Engineeis last summer, 
and on which we are 'told we will have to 
pay a tax of half a cent per pound on every- 
thiuR taken over it. And why ore we re- 
quired to pay il 'i Becauso some designing 
person, or some consummate ass, has told 
the Governor that the price of packing has 
been reduced greatly by the Iloyal Engineer 
"improvements." i*at the half-a-oent tai 
on the goods, and we will be paying 41 per 
cent, on flour; 7/) per cent, on barley; from 
150 tu 30U per cent, on whi.<k_v; 33 percent 
on tobacco; and from 10 to -H) percent, mi 
overy other article llmt it »te, drank ur ■n urn 
by men above here ; nnd it is e.xpectf.d th.il 
(lie trade will go through its iiiilural channel 
of this Colony and Vancouver Island, and 
pay those duties, tonnage dues and ta.xes, 
and compete with men who pay but one- 
I'ouvlh ol those dutic^i, .nnd bring their goods 
from the Dalles and smuggle them in. We 
are told that next year the (jovernment vvtil 
have men to collect iluties Iroiri these Ore- 
gon tiaders. Six hundred miles of the fruu- 
Twt is Doi easily watched ; and if all the 
ofHcials (Governor Douglas included) were 
to turn out to collect duties, they woula nut 
get half of them. 

The results of the tax on tlii< route will 
be, small stocks of goods at Cayoo.sh for the 
spring trade J a small amount paid for du- 
ties] and large stocks from Oregon in the 
spring Tor the upper country. 

The tax is inuch worse than persons un- 
acquainted with bu,<iness here are aware uf, 
because we pay for mule fsed — which is 
not sold, but consumed; and bailoy consti- 
tutes about half the freight thatJeaves here; 
and we uo not know whore tlw money to 
pay this tax is to come from, as we cannot 
«eil the goods until next spring. F. S.
